LOOKING BACKWARD. 


t Review of tlie Tnirty-six Years ol Con- 
1 iinuous Publication pi The Times 


—As It Was and Is. 


T WAS just thirty 


years after the Eng- 
lish established the 
fl r s t 
settlement 


within the bound- 
aries . of the- terri- 


• tory. -now forming 


the state of Ohio, at 


Marietta, and fifteen years 
after the state^was admitted 
to the Union, when the first 
newspaper was put to press 
in 
Portsmouth, and the 


name of that paper was the 
Times. 
The first issue bore 


the date of August 1, 1818, 
and was edited and 
pub- 


lished by Jeremiah Abbott 
and a man by the name of 


i Ohaney. 
This paper sup- 


ported Monroe and the Mon- 


roe doctrine which though not speoifioal- 
lv declared until 1823 was nevertheless 
known and discussed. 
These principles 


the Times of today 
Btill advocates 


though the party, now bearing the name 
of that to whioh Monroe belonged has 
lone since abandoned them. 


This firet Times, however, was not 


destined to grow old in its service and 
at the end of seven months, suspended 
publication for want of patronage, in 
which, as our readers may see, it wide- 
ly differed from the Times of today. 
However, it is but just to note that 
Portsmouth then was not the Ports- 
month of today. It. was but a mere 
village on the .banks ol the Ohio. Its 
only means of communication with the 
outside world was the Ohio river. No 
rail of steol had yet rested upon the 
soil of Soioto;"county and' the shrill 
wbiatle of the .locomotive had not yet 
waked the echoesi; of: the new world. 
There were 'then'np Canals and few 
steamboats,;The qld-'sailing vessel was 


i the principal thing- that plowed the 
'•* waters of the ocean;:and-the splash of 


the oar about the only thing that dis- 
turbed the waters of tha Ohio. 
There 


was no canal—the Erie only having 
been commenced in 18.17, and the firs 
ateamer on the Ohio had only been 
built at Pittsburg by Fulton in 1811 
seven years before. 


There was in Portsmouth" then, no 


in Ohio, neither gas, coal oil north 
vaguest dream of 
electrio light o 


power, and the little village was snr 
rounded by an unbroken forest, dense 
and almost impenetrable. 


Bnt this is historical and may be 


considered digressing, however, the 
newspapers of any place are closely al- 
lied to its general history, and for 
that reason this may not be so much 
out of order after all, for all these facts 
will be found recorded in the various 
newspapers that have been published in 
Portsmouth.from 1818 to 1897. 


Following the initial paper in Ports- 


month, oame the Scioto Telegram in 
1820 by C. Hopkins, who also issued at 
Burlington the "Lawrence 
County 


^Gazette." This paper soon followed its 


' predecessor into oblivion and was suc- 
ceeded by the "Portsmouth Gazette" 
in 1825. April 28, 1829, the "Western 
Times" became a herald of Portsmouth 
news and stemmed the tide till 1830. 
Abont a year Ia5er the "Portsmouth 
Courier" took its place in the list of 
journals and after passing through 
many hands, gave up the ghost in 1889. 
Ic was then that O. Hamilton and 
Selman Clark, with the material of the 
defunct "Courier," gave the people of 
Portsmouth the "Tribune." Like it - 
namesake of today, it was an nnoertai 
quantity, 
and after passing thron 


many hands, landed where it is now if 
anybody knows where that is. 


In 1840 W. O. Camden began the 


publication 
of 
the "Soioto Valley 


Post," which, with the exception of a 
few campaign sheets, was the first 
Democratic paper ever published in 
Scioto county. 


Daring this time and subsequently, 
ny journalistic enterprises sprang 
only to ba nipped by the frost of in- 


experience or indifference. 
"Bights of 


Man," "Soioto Simon Pure," "Ports- 
mouth Democrat," "The Life Boat," 
"Daily News," "Daily Herald," "Free 
Lance," "Leader" and others, oame 
and went like figures in a troubled 
dream. 
The "Leader," which was a 


labor paper and for a time edited by J. 
B. Carter, finally merged into the 
"Press" now presided over by Leslie 
Mann. 


Along in the early fifties Walter C. 


Hood was publishing the " Spirit of 
the Times" in Ironton, hot the field at 
that time was not what an ambitious 
journalist would consider a good one, 
and Mr. Hood was induced to move the 
plant to this city and commence the 
publication 
of a Democratic ^ paper. 


The newpaper was called the "Ports- 
month Times." 
The first edition of 


this paper was issued here in January 
1857, when the political skies were 
dark with the threatenng clouds of 
secession and dissolution that burst 
over the nation in the Civil war a few 
years later. It was just at the close of 
the decade knawn in our history as the 
"golden age." 'Mr. Hood supported 
Breckenridge and was soon tired of the 
factional fight in his party, and in 1860 
suspended publication. W. 0. Appier 
and J. L. Bate bought the plant and 
changed the name to the "Union and 
Times," but they soon found they were 
not 
masters of the situation, and in 


1861 followed in the wake of their 
many predecessors. 
^ About this time Samuel Pike came 


to* Portsmouth with his own news- 
paoer outfit and commenced the publi- 
cation of the "Portsmouth Patriot." 
It lasted just nineteen weeks. Mr. 
Pike then took the plant to Hillsboio 
and it formed the nucleus of the pres- 
ent Hillsboro Gazette. 


In November 1861 the material that 


was used in publishing the Portsmouth 
Times, and that was still idle in the 
room over what is now Amann'a druj 
store, on Market street, was purchased 


the first issue of the Portsmouth Daily 
Times was submitted to the people of 
our city for their consideration. 


The Weekly Times had for many 


yeara enjoyed the proud distinction of 
being thu leading Democratic paper in 
Southern Ohio and the people were not 
surprised to see the Daily Times at 
once take its place in the front ranks, a 
place which it has ever since held. 
Prom the first issue to the present, 
competition, opposition and persecution 
have failed to check its progress or turn 


the basement is located the power plant 
consisting nf n forty-horsepower boiler, 
ami twenty-four horsepower Lane & 
tiodley eagiuu.

Sentinel are printed, is bought by tba 
car load and stored in the basement, 
which is oetneuted, floor and walls. 
A, 


freight elevator is used for carrying th* 
paper from the basement to the press 
room. 
A stairway connects the edi- 


torial and reportoriai rooms with the 
composing room. The Correspondent, 
the leading German paper of the state,, 
is also printed iiithe same building and 
the elegant editorial and reportoriai 
rooms of Herr Hnber, the able and at- 
fable editor, ooonpy the north end oC 
the building. 


There is not a line of type, not s, 


piece of machinery in tho office that is 
not strictly up-to-date and most of it ic 
new. 
Abont three years ago tha ol& 


Campbell press gave way to a new 
Baboook, more modern and more rapid. 
To relieve the smaller platen presses in 
the job department, a Baboook Pony 
Cylinder had already been employed* 
and about two years ago, the Thorns 
type-setting machine was put in to 
furnish more reading matter to the 
rapidly growing list of subscribers. 


The Portsmouth Daily Times was at 


first a seven column folio but it re- 
quired only a short time to demonstrate 
the fact that it was too small. 
Ifc W«« 


then enlargud to an eight column folio 
and later to a sis column quarto, and 
the crowded condition of its columns 
are ample evidence that further change* 
must soon follow. 


Whether it was our charitable or 


philanthropic institutions, our worthy 
poor at large or laborers, struggling te 
the grasp |of soulless monopolies, tho 
signal of distress baa never been raise* 
that the Times has not responded 
promptly and liberally. It has alway* 
advocated, aided and abetted the es- 
tablishment of 
labor-employing in- 


dustries, favored organized labor and 
done all in its power to furnish labor 
for the laborers and see that they were 
pri perly remunerated. 


'Among all the newspapers in Ports- 


mouth now, or that were ever launched 
out upon tha Journalistic sea, the 
Portsmouth Times alone has steadily 
grown in size, in circulation, in popa- • 
larity and in influence.

When the plant was moved into its 


new building at 90 West Second street, 
it was thought that it had reached a 
borne that was amply commodious, and 
that there would be no necessity for 
another change for many years. 
How- 


ever.seven years of progressive news- 
paper work demonstrated the fact that 
the business had outgrown its quarters 
and it was.resolved to once more seek a 
new home with ample room for the 
growing business. 
With the manage- 


ment, to resolve was to act, and in a 
remarkably short time, the old mill 
property on the corner of Front and 
Ohillicothe streets, 'that bad passed 
through many hands and had for yeara 
stood idle and deserted, a home for bats 
and other nocturnal prowlers, and an 
eye-sore to the thousands who passed up 
and down Ohillicothe or Second and 
Front streets, had been purchased and 
transformed into an elegant brick block 
that is a credit to the oity and a print- 
ing office second to none in Southern 
Ohio. 
In reconstructing, or remodel- 


ing this building, it was arranged ex- 
pressly to accommodote a modern, up- 
;o-date newspaper and job printing 
)lant. The counting room, the edi- 
orial rooms, reportoriai rooms, com- 
position, press, and stock rooms are all 
nodels of neatness and convenience. In 


cone into the arena with the flourish of

and the editorial and business manage- 
ment to Hon. James W. Newman, who 
continued the publication until Decem- 
ber 1, 1891, at which time he sold a half 
interest to Vallee Harold, and a little 
over a year later Mr. J. L. Patterson, 
who came here from McConnellaville, 
purchased a half interest from Messrs. 
Newman & Harold.

March 5, 1871, the Maorie block in 


which the Times was then located, was 


urned together with tho Bigga House 
nd many other buildings. The presses, 
machinery and much of the other ma- 
etial of the Times were destroyed ir 
bis fire, but it was not destined to enc 
ihere. 
New presses, type and other 


necessary material were at once pur 
chased and the plant was located in the 
Bishop block on Front street where i 
remained until the Massia block wa 
rebuilt. 
The work of rebuilding wa 


pushed so rapidly that in December of 
that same year, the Times returned to 
its old quarters in the new building. 
Here it remained until August 1890 
when it was moved into anew building 
built expressly for its accommodation 
at HO West Second street. In the fall of 
1893 R. E. Dodge bought an inter- 
est in the paper and Patterson and 
Dodge continued its publication until 
March 1894 when a stock company wai 
formed. On the 26th day of March 1894 


Bnt, if the progress of the Times wa* 


sure and rapid during the days of its 
early history it has been phenominally 
rapid since the issue of the first daily, 
March 26, 1894. It is true that owing 
to the disastrous results of previous 
efforts, on the part of others to publish 
daily papers, there was a doubt in th« 
minds of some as to the advisability of 
starting the Portsmouth Daily Times, 
However, there were those who had 
confidence in the management, and the 
success 
achieved 
makes superfluous 


any fnither dissertation concerning the 
wisdom of the enterprise.

taels to the relatives of the victims; 
the payment of a heavy indemnity to 
cover the expenses of the German na- 
val expedition and the maintenance of 
the German force at Kiao-Chou bay; 
the railroad monopoly of the S'han 
Tung province, and the occupation of 
Kiao-Chou as a German station. 


China will 
refuse the demands of 


Germany, but will express willingness 
to make ample reparation for the mur- 
der of the missionaries and for the 
damage done to the'mission property. 


Russia, it is understood, is not yet 


helping China, but the latter country 
•has decided not to provoke hostilities, 
aiul to trust to diplomacy for a settle- 
ment of the 
difficulties which have 


arisen in connection with the mission 
outrages. 


Will Brook No Interference. 


Berlin, Nov. 30.—T-he Berliner Tage- 


blatt says it is reliably informed that 
the German government only wants 
monetary^ reparation from Haiti for 
the recent arrest and imprisonment of 
Herr Bmile Lueders by the Haitien tri- 
bunals, but that it will not brook any 
Interference in the matter on the part 
of the United States.
